es made last night was that on "Bills 
Introduced in the Legislature ot 1011 
and Laws Affecting Firemen," by Capt. 
James F. McKissock, ot Truck -1 of tin; 
Lowell lire .department. 


His address was, in part, us- follows: 
Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 


Massachusetts State Firemen's Asso- 
ciation:—The topic that 
is annually

me ot presenting for your 


consideration the legislative work of 
each year seems to broaden out and 
take In everything that relates to the 
protection of life and property. There- 
fore, any measure that effects 
the 


police has to bear ciuite importantly

The uao of the aeroplane for naval 


purposes has seemed a present and fu- 
ture possibility since November of last 
year, when Eugene B. Ely flew In a 
biplane from the deck of the scout 
cruiser Birmingham, lying in Hamp- 
ton Roads, Virginia, and landed safely 
near Norfolk, five mllea away. In five 


minutes. At that time Ely simply flew 
from 
the warship 
to shore. 
Two 


months afterward, on Jan. IS, 1911, ho 
performed the feat of flying1 from shore 
to the deck of the Pennsylvania, lying: 
in San BYanclsco harbor, remaining; 
there an hour and then winging his 
way to shore. Tho two achievements 
of Ely aroused the naval men to a 
sens.e of what might be done in the 
way of converting the aeroplane Into 


a naval auxiliary, and active experi- 
mentation on that line has been going 
on ever alnce that time. Captain "W. I. 
Chambers Is In charge of the nation's 
naval aeronautics, if tho term may be 
permitted. 
The best known of the 


navy aviators Is Lieutenant John L. 
Rodgers, who flew recently from An- 
napolis to Washington. 


It has been demonstrated amply, 


both in this country and abroad, that 


the movements of warships may be 
followed easily by men In aeroplar.es. 
Aviators who hax'o flown above tho 
sealighters have testified to their 
amazement at the curious appearance 
of tho big battleships, foreshortened 
to the eye of the downloolcer, as com- 
pared with their familiar appearance 
when viewed broadside. For the most

Rodgf-i*s in saying: that even a Dread- 
nought heaving on the surface of the 
ocean would not be an easy mark for 
a bomb dropped from an aeroplane, 
taking Into consideration the aviator's 
necessity of moving always at hifh 
speed.

advances than flying in tho alster 
service, probably becauao the possi- 
bility of using the aeroplane as a fight- 
Ing machine occurred sooner to«army 
men than it did to the naval experts.

A tow minutes later along come*, a 
co'.lecfcon wagon. 


At the postofflca tho wagon's con- 


tents are dumped through a long 
chuto on to tables over which pours a 
constant avalanche of mall comin« 
from every direction. The N«w York 
postofflcc handles daily between 4,000,- 
000 and 6,000,000 pieces of mall. 


While tho white mountain of m»l 


grows higher and higher, cUrki are 
valiantly attacking it. removing bis 
armful* of k-tters; arranglnc them «o 
that all Hie tnvelopei utand on «4f• 


and all race the same way and placing 
hem on tha feeding board of a busy lit- 
le apparatus that looks something ltk« 
a sewing machine and hums like It when 
t-ls in motion. This is the automatic 
stamp canceling machine. The letters 
are fed into it by revolving wheels and 
n passing through each stamp Is can- 
celed and the postmark is stamped. 
The canceling machine eats up 30,000 
.etters or 40,000 postals in an hour. 


From the canceling machine the let- 


ters are carried in bundles to Uie pri- 
mary separation tables, which face a 
big case made up of compartments 
about a foot square. 
Each of these 


bears the name of a city, state or group 
of states. 
The clerks go 
swiftly 


through the bundles of mail that they 
carry and throw each letter into its 
proper 
compartment. 
Other clerks 


remove the letters from these cases 
and take them to the secondary sepa- 
ration tables, which aro arranged in 
similar fashion except that the num- 
bor^of separate compartments is much 
larger. Each of these is marked with 
the name of Rome city or .postal route 
and tho number of separate routes and 
locations that each clerk must have 
literally at his finger tips nms any- 
where from five to ten thousand. Each 
clerk disposes ot from fifty to six'fy a 
minute. Though working at this speed 
it is very rarely that a mistake occurs. 


By this time Mr. Citizen's letter is 


reposing with a large number of oth- 
ers in the compartment marked "New 
York and Chlcnso railway postofflce," 
which means that it is to go to one of 
the traveling postofHces operated on 
tho through mall trains between these 
two cities, Tho next process is "tio- 
ing out." 
The letters aro placed in 


bundles, each one tied with a string 
and marked on top with a "facing 
slip" containing the name of the .route 
to which it is consigned. These bun- 
dles .are dropped to the basement of 
the poatofftce building through n chute, 
and there they are placed !n cylin- 
drical shells constructed on the same 
principle as tho pneumatic change 
carriers 
employed 
In 
department 


stores. Each shell holds about half a 
bushol of letters. 
The journey of 


about three and a halt miles to thi 
railway postofflce Is made in seven 
minutes, or at tho rate of thirty mllos 
an hour. 
With the old fashioned 


method of wayon delivery the same 
trip would require from half to thrce- 
Quarters of an hour. 


At this office tho mall Is emptied 


out of tho pneumatic shells Into regu- 
lation mall bags, each properly tag- 
god, and Is dropped through big chutes 
to the platform alongside the tracks 
whore the railway mail cars stand 
waiting. Thus far Mr. Citizen's letter 
has traveled perhaps four mllea In a 
period that may have been one hour or 
three.

Although there have been wars and 
rumors of wars in all ports of the earth 
since the close of the Greco-Turkish 
war of 1897, tho sword has not been 
drawn until now, save in those cases 
in which a nation ot Europe warred 


tian 
countries 
from 
Mohammedan 


rule. Greece sought to aid the aspi- 
rations of the Christian Cretans for 
freedom. Italy professed no religious 
motive In declaring war on the Otto- 
man empire, save Incidentally, but as- 
serted that Italian preferential com- 
mercial rights on the northern African 
littoral had been violated by the Turks. 
The murder of an Italian missionary In 
Tripoli and the persecution by the Ot- 
toman authorities of native Tripolltans 


simply the very ancient one of "grab." 


The weakness of Turkey on the wa- 


ter at the outset of the war was 
pitiable and almost laughable. 
Her 


biggest ship was built in 187-1, decades 
before the era of modern vessels, and 
its recent reconstruction did not con- 
vert It. in the opinion of naval experts, 
into a servicable, up to date vessel. 


If Turkey could send her fighting 


men—nnd their mettle has been proved 
In many a hard foucbt battle—against

Then, as in the 
present instance, Turkey was one of 
tho parties to the strife. 
Her oppo- 


nent In 1877-78 was Russia, 


All three of these wars wore brought 


about by the insatiable hunger of oth- 
er nations 
for territory 
nominally 


Turkish, but attached to tho empire by 
•lender bands. Russia fought to free 
Servla, Montenegro and oth^ Chrj?r 


who had sold land to Italians figured 
also in Italy's claims, but back of tha 
peninsular kingdom's demands WIIB a' 
desire to acquire a. foothold on .the 
northern coast of'Africa- and' a- naval 
station such as those held by Franco, 
Sreat Britain and Spain. Italy asserts 
also a historical claim to territory In 
Africa, since Egypt, Tunis, Algeria 
and Morocco were Roman colonies of 
old, passing, however, from Latjn domi- 
nation many centuries ago. 


Naturally Italy disclaimed any in- 


tention of "grabbing" Tripoli. Turkey 
raited her ca» before the powen on 
th» d*ol*r*tlon that Italy*! cam* l» 


the" Italians the outcome of the war 
might not have been in doubt, say the 
military expcrfs. 


Tripoli has been one of the disturbed 


sections of the earth's surface for cen- 
turies. It has not accepted easily the 
Turkish rule which was Imposed on It 
In the sixteenth century, when the Ot- 
toman empire saw its greatest period 
of expansion and splendor.

to compel dealr-rs to keep fruit covered 
from dust when exposed for sale.

health ot Lynn requiring him to keep 
fruit covered from the dust when of- 
ffcred 
for sale, 


The case, which was submitted to 


the court on an agreed statement nf 
facts, was carefully considered. The 
court ruled that boards of health had 
no power to make or enforce such reg- 
ulations, and that on the acts submit- 
ted no offence had been committed. 
A 


motion to quash the complaint 
was 


allowed. 


The decision Is of widespread inter- 


est, as many fruit dealers, especially 
in Essex county, have been 
obliged 


during the past year to keep fruit cov- 
ered with screens or jjlsc go 'to the 
expense of keeping electric fans.

A LOWELLJIREMAN 


Addressed 
Convention

One- of the most interesting address- 


es made last night was that on "Bills 
Introduced in the Legislature of 1911 
and Laws Affecting Flromen," by Capt. 
Jamos F. McKissock, o£ Truck 4 of the 
Lowell flre department. 
His address was, In part, as follows: 
Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 


Massachusetts State Firemen's Asso- 
ciation:—The topic that 
Is annually 


assigned me of presenting for your 
consideration the legislative work of 
each year seems to broaden out and 
tako in everything- that relates to the 
protection of life and property. There- 
fore, any measure that effects 
the 


police has. to. bear . quite importantly 
upon the fire department 
as 
well. 
Perhaps, if I were to tako only the 
bills that become laws, it would ma- 
terially shorten up the scope of a 
document of this kind, but it would 
leave 


feeling for either the police or other 
departments of the service who have 
secured these privileges and 
favors 


from the public. 
I merely use theso 


to emphasize that the firemen them- 
selves aro to blame for the lack of 
effort on the part of the members of 
the legislature to givo them the laws 
they have asked for. 
Lack of Organization 


Before taking the matter up I want 


to call your attention to the lack of 
organization .or. the lack of a concrete 
sentiment among firemen of the state 
of Massachusetts and if words of mine 
can impress anything .upon your minds 
I wish that. I might he able today 10 
impress you with the absolute 
need 


of having some new method adopted 
that will bring matters, which you 
desire to have enacted into laws, he- 


there are so many bills Introduced that 
have for their purpose the same thing, 
some acting for a municipality or town 
alone and others having a 
broader 


acopo and taking In all the firo do-

present methods of interesting legisla- 
tion. Either hecauso of the lack of 
knowledge on tho part o'f the firemen 
of the state or tho lack of Inclination 
to tako hold of any matter together, 
we have no influence, no weight, and 
consequently lack tho power to put 
upon tho statute book any important 
remedial legislation whatever. 


The other arm of tho public service, 


whoso purpose is the protection of life 
and property, aro far and away be- 
yond us in their 
knowledge of the 


needs and of the means required to se- 
cure those laws that will mako thoir 
service as easy nnd efficient as It is 
possible and at the samo time secure 
to them nil tho benefits that, in their 
opinion, they aro entitled to, as well as 
tho benefits to tho widows and orphans 
of those who are killed or die from in- 
juries received 
In tho discharge of 


their duties and to those who from age 
or from physical disability aro no 
longer capacitated for further 
useful 


service. If you talk with the people who 
are familiar with tho methods em- 
ployed to secure tho enactment of laws 
of this kind and ask why firo depart- 
ments were not incorporated in tho 
acts, they will turn you off with the 
reply "Oh, what's the use: 
Your men 


aren't unanimous. Some of you want 
1t and more of you don't," and there 
you are.

Capt. McKissock then went on to 


discuss the various bills which have 
been presented to the legislature this

n the city of Boston. 


The speaker said;

Retirement of Firemen 


Next, the speaker took up

K. TVilletts for legislation to provide 
for tho retirement of members of tho 
fire department of tho city of 
Fall 


River, 
which 
subsequently 
became 


chapter 277 of tho Acts ot 1911. The 
act provides for the retirement and 
places on tho pension roll any perma- 
nent member of the department of Fall 
Hiver who has become disabled while in 
the performance of his duty, or 
has 


performed faithful service for not less 
than twenty years, or who has rcaclu-il 
the ago of 
sixty. Capt. McKissock 


said that ho could not seo that It was 
any great advantago over tho general 
act. 


Ho then took up House Bill No. 804, 


which accompanied 
the 
petition 
of 


Michael F. O'Brien for legislation rtla- 
tlvo to the pensioning tho members of 
the firo department of the city ot Bos- 
ton. This bill was reported favorably 
by the committee on cities and passed 
tho various stages of enactment but 
waB vetoed by tho governor. 


Capt. McKissock then referred to the 


bill accompanying tho petition of May- 
or John F. Fitzgerald of Boston 
to 


authorize tho city of Boston to pension 
Charles M. Chaplain and 
Cyrus A. 


Georgo. Ho said that It looked like a 
good bill and should apply to all per- 
sons employed in tho firo alarm divi- 
sions of any city as well as tho city 
of Boston. 
State Forester's Powers 


Continuing, Capt. McKissock 
then 


read tho act defining tho powers 
of 


stato forester with regard to lorost 
lires. 


Section 3 of tho act provides that 


tho stato fire warden appointed under 
tho terms of section 1 shall 
report 


annually upon his work and upon the 
forest fires occurring in tho common- 
wealth, and his report shall bo Includ-

Stnta Firo Warden 


In speaking relative to tho bill Capt. 


McKissock aald: "Thero Is tho 
ap- 


pointment of tho state firo warden and 


sufficient aum of money to carry 


out tho provisions of the act during 
tho year 1511. I am not going t° stts' 
much about this because tho stato for- 
ester is going to bo with us sometime 
during the convention and hq will tell 
you something about tho work. I can 
only say. and I am glad to be able to 
do it, that from what I learn the stato 
has secured the services, by this act 
which became chapter 722 of tho Acts 
of 1911, of ono of the best men for the 
position I think could be found and I 
am very glad that tho political condi- 
tions in tho state of New York made 
it possible for tho stato ot Massachu- 
setts to secure this man's services. It 
emphasizes beyond tho shadow of a 
doubt tho importance of 
eliminating 


politics from appointments to positions 
which havo for their duties tho pre- 
vention and extinguishment of fires, 
not only in tho forest and sprout 
lands, but in firo departments gener- 
ally." 
Ho then read chapter 
723, -which 


shows that the state firo warden is 
authorized to aid and 
advise tho 
fire wardens of towns and cities for 
the. prevention of forest fires.

without civil service examination, pro- 
vided that they shall pass such physi- 
cal examination as may be prescribed 
by the board of firo commissioners of 
that city, but that the act shall apply 
only to call men now in the department 
and It shall become void five years af- 
ter its passage. This bill was approved 
April 10, 3911. 


Commenting on the act, Capt Mc- 


Kissock said: "What real good Is going 
to bo accomplished by the provisions 
of this act? I was told by tho chair- 
man of the committee that there were 
only four or five that would como 
within the provisions of It. If the In- 
tention was to secure that four or five 
from the ago limit of the civil service 
rules, it may be an act of justice, but 
1 cannot see where it ig going to do a 
great deal of good unless changes are 
made in Fall Hivcr a great deal more 
frequently than in any other city of its 
size In fivo years.

that the men who are interested in se- 
curing the enactment of this law will 
get the- benefit of It."
